SELECTS PUBLIC 


FOR NEW STATE COLLEGES

Guthrie, O. T.. June 21.—1The 
work of selecting 1,050,000 acres 
of public lands, which will be 
donated to the universities and 
colleges to be conducted under 
the supervision of the new 9tate 
of Oklahoma, has begun. 
The 
statehood hill provides that this 
land shall be selected by the board 
for leasing school lands in the 
territory of Oklahoma immedi­ 
ately after the passage of the 
measure. 
Following instructions 
F. L. Wenner, secretary of the 
school land leasing board, left 
yesterday for Woodward, where 
ie will begin the work of select 
ing these lands. 
He will go from 
'here to Alva, El Reno and Law* 
;on, where land offices aro locat­ 
ed, and file upon all the land that 
las not yet been taken for settle­ 
ment. 
Mr. Wenner stated that all of 
;he public land not previously 
tiled upon or opened to settlement 
by the laws in force in the terri 
tory will be laked up for the 
benefit of the universities and 


colleges of the new state. He 
estimates that there is just about 
enough public lands to make up 
the required 
1,050,OOO 
acres. 
Mr. Wenner stated that the board 
expects to have this land ready 
to be turned over to the state as 
soon as the machinery of the new 
commonwealth is set in motion. 
Most of the land which will 
be filed on by the board is loca­ 
ted in the western part of Ok­ 
lahoma, much of it in Beaver 
county. It is scattered, however, 
all over the territory in small 
tracts. 
Only a lew years ago the 
school lands near Cleveland were 
considered practically valueless, 
but discoveries of oil and gas up­ 
on this tract have made it one of 
the most valuable assets of the 
Territory. 
The new state will 
probably lease it for agricultural 
and mining purposes wherever 
possible and may sell it later. 
Territorial officials estimate that 
this .and as it stands is worth the 
minimum figure of $5,000,000, 
and may become much more valu­ 
able later.

Kansas City, June 21.—H. H, 
Cook, who has studied the Okla­ 
homa statehood question closely 
while his partner, E. C. Ellis, has 
been in congress, said yesterday 
that Oklahoma is many times bet 
ter off because of recent changes 
in the bill. At the time Mr. Ellis 
voted with Speaker Cannon last 
winter he was severely criticised. 
“I am convinced,” Mr. Cook 
said, “that while the insurgents 
voiced the popular sentiment de* 
manding statehood for Oklahoma, 
they were really poor friends to 
the new state, for if they had had 
their way in 
March the state 
would have come into the union 
under much less favorable con­ 
ditions than prevail under che bill 


recently passed. 
The opportun­ 
ity for graft in mineral lands that 
were included in the state lands 
and school lands were unlimited 
in the first bill, but under the 
bill passed they are eliminated. 
In the one item of common 
school lands Oklahoma i9 at least 
one-half million dollars better off 
than it would have been under 
the other bill. 
Had the biU been 
referred to the territories com 
mittee instead of the committee 
of conference., it would not have 
seen daylight. 
Mr. Ellis was 
criticised for his vote at the time, 
but results have shown the vote 
as cast was really very much in 
the interest of Oklahoma and the 
short delay is made up for many 
times by the advantages gained.

Muskogee, I. T., June 21.— 
Commissioner Bixby 
has just 
completed and is having printed 
one of the most valuable refer­ 
ence books that has ever been 
printed for Indian Territoy. 
It 
is a complete report of the work 
of the Dawes commission right 
down to date together with all of 
the laws enacted by congress 
touching on lands in Indian Ter­ 
ritory. This book when com­ 
pleted will be a volume of approx­ 
imately 400 pages. There will be 
I,OOO copies printed and they will 
be sold at actual cost to persons 
who want them. 
The price will 
be probably 75 cents each. The 
money will go into the treasury 
of the United States. 
Such a book as this has never 
before been published and it will 


be of the greatest value to every 
attorney practicing law in Indian 
Territory and will contain in full 
all the laws on which the title to 
Indian lands is bounded, and will 
therefore be in demand by every 
person in any way interested in 
this country. 
In the past the only informa­ 
tion of this character was con­ 
tained in the annual reports of 
the commission which did not 
attempt to cover the subject in 
any such manner as the present 
publication wi.l, and in addition 
the annual reports 
were not 
printed for nearly a year after 
they were closed and on that ac­ 
count were completely out of 
date when issued. The present 
publication is authorized by the 
government and will be an au­ 
thority. 


Muskogee, I T., June 21.—To-, 
day four horsemen started out to 
the hills of the Cherokee nation 
for the purpose of enrolling ba­ 
bies of recalcitrant parents who 
will not enroll them that they 
may get an allotment. 
These 
“rough riders" must be able to 
speak Cherokee, be notaries pub­ 
lic, and in addition have a suffi­ 
cient knowledge of government 
work to enable them to make a 
correct application for enrolling 
an Indian. 
In addition 
they 
must know agreat deal about 
full-blood Indians and be familiar 
with the country through which 
they are to travel. 
They will go alone unannoun­ 
ced, in order to reach the In­ 
dians in their homes without 
giving them a chance to dodge 
into the brush and elude the gov­ 
ernment men as they have been 
in the habit of doing. 
This is the 
last chance the Indian babies will 
have: The time for making ap 
plication for enrollment will ex­ 
pire on the 25 of July. As the 
time for final closing of the rolls 


draws near more “ rough riders” 
will be put into the Cherokee 
natior, and some in the Choctaw 
nation.

DISEASE DEFINED BY ODOR 


Sense ot Smell Belied Upon by Ex- 
perts to Determine Nature 
of Ailments. 


Once more an American artist’s pic­ 
ture holds the place of honor at the 
exhibition of the Royal Academy 
in 
London. 
Sargent had attained that 
honor; now it is Abbey’s turn, with a 
picture distinctly American in subject, 
representing Columbus landing in tbs 
vrorld. 
Several other well-known 
American artists figure among the no­ 
table exhibitors. 
In the two annual 
picture shows now open in Paris, the 
same fact is true, reports the New 
York World. 
American artists frequently complain, 
as do singers and musicians, that the 
surest way to distinction at home is 
recognition abroad. 
The protest im* 
plies that merit is not so readily ac­ 
cepted here as merit as it is In Francs 
and England. 
The distinction attained by Sargent 
In London has done more than all his 
early successors in this country to as­ 
sure his preeminence. The same may 
be said to be true of Abbey, although 
fame came to him easy as an Illustra­ 
tor. Something may be due to the clr. 
cumstance that for years both have 
done most of their work abroad. 
Be­ 
yond a doubt, however, art is viewed 
far more hospitably la Paris and Lou­ 
don than in New York. 
We have yet 
no art exhibitions that occupy so large 
a place in popular life as the regular 
shows of the two foreign capitals. 
It Is noteworthy also that more con­ 
temporary American artists have room 
in the Luxembourg museum, where liv­ 
ing painters must await admission to 
the Louvre, than in our own Metropol 
tan. 
The Paris list counts about 25, 
among them Whistler, Sargent, Win­ 
slow Homer, La Farge, Alexander Har­ 
rison, Henry Mosier, W alter MacEwen. 
Carl Melchers, Miss Cassatt, Edwin L.* 
Weeks and H. O. Tanner. 
Under the old management American 
artists were treated with suspicion at 
the Metropolitan. 
It was 
sometimes 
difficult to get their works through tho 
museum’s doors even as gifts. 
Fortunate, all that Is being rapidly 
changed. Sir Purdon Clarke advocates 
the necessity of building up a repre- 
sentative 
American 
collection. 
Mr. 
George A. Hearn has donated a largs 
fund, of which the Income is reserved 
for the purchase of American works. 
It is a curious commentary on Ameri­ 
can taste that it was not until a for­ 
eign director wa3 put in ohargt of th* 
Metropolitan 
that 
American 
artists 
were promised something of the same 
public recognition they receive from 
th© French government.

DYING CONFESSION EXPLAINS

with the sawdust will enable the aver­ 
age householder to grow a bushel of 
tubers on his housetop or in his cel­ 
lar within GG days. 
This process has

SELECTING PUBLIC LANDS 


FOR NEW STATE COLLEGES 


Guthrie, O. T.. June 21.—The 


work of selecting 1,050,000 acres 
of public lands, which will be 
donated to the universities and 
colleges to be conducted under 
the supervision of the new state 
of Oklahoma, has begun. 
The 


statehood bill provides that this 
land shall be selected by the board 
For leasing school lands in the 
territory of Oklahoma immedi- 
ately after the passage of the 
measure. Following instructions 
F. L. Wenner, secretary of the

picture distinctly American in subject, 
representing Columbus landing in the 
new world. Several other well-known 
American artists figure among the no- 
table exhibitors. In the two annual 
picture shows now open. In Paris, the 
same fact is true, reports the New 
York World. 


American artists frequently complain, 


as do singers and musicians, that the 
surest way to distinction at home is 
recognition abroad. 
The protest im- 


plies that merit is not so readily ac- 
cepted here as merit as it ia in France 
and England. 


The distinction attained by Sargent 


In London has done more than all his 
early successors in this country to as- 
sure his preeminence. The same may 
be said to be true of Abbey, although 
fame came to him easy aa an Illustra- 
tor. Something may be due to the cir- 
cumstance that for years both have 
done most of their work abroad. Be- 
yond a doubt, however, art is viewed 
far more hospitably in Paris and Lon- 
don than in New York 
We have yet 


no art exhibitions that occupy so large 
a place In popular life as the regular 
shows of the two foreign capitals. 


It Is noteworthy also that more con- 


temporary American artists have room 
in the Luxembourg museum, where liv- 
ing painters must await admission to 
the Louvre, than In our own Metropol- 
itan. The Paris list counts about 25, 
among them Whistler, Sargent, Win- 
slow Homer, La Fargp, Alexander Har- 
rison, Henry Hosier, Walter MacEwen, 
Oarl Melcbers, Miss Cassatt, Edwin L. 
Weeks and H. O. Tanner. 


Under the old management American 


artists were treated with suspicion at 
the Metropolitan. It was sometimes 
difficult to get their works through the 
museum's doors even as gifts. 


Fortunate, all that is being rapidly 


changed. Sir Purdon Clarke advocates 
the necessity of building up a repre- 
sentative American collection.

George A. Hearn has donated a large 
fun .2, of which the Income is reserved 
for the purchase of American works.

During that term he 
spent two weeks in the "cooler," or 
dark cell, for cursing the keeper, and 
that is how he developed his lumbago. 


Whatever may be said about Sing 


Sing to-day, its conditions at that time 
certainly were not conducive to the de- 
velopment of athletes, neither was it 
a place where men were likely to be 
filled with the Joy of living. SkiiiLy'a 
lumbago steadily grew worse; his sul- 
len stoicism began to yield; and it wa? 
in the spring of 1896 that he, with iwo 
years more to serve, and no prospec* 
beyond that but more hounding by the 
police, finally gave way to the despair 
that was gripping his sou) and began 
to hoard his morphine tablets. 
The 
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prison physician gave him now and 
then a little morphine to relieve his 
sufferings. 


"Be careful how you use the tab- 


lets," the doctor had said one day, "20 
will kill a man." 


"One, two, three, 
four, five, six, 


seven, eight"—slowly Skinny counted 
his little flat pills—"ten, twelve, four- 
teen—sixteen." Only four more, and 
he would have ready to hand an easy 
escape from his sufferings. 


On that very day a new era dawnc'l 


For Sing Sing. Mrs. Maud Ballington 
Booth came there to begin the work 
of the Volunteer Prison League, bhe 
had a theory that if convicts wero 
treated, not as wild animals, but aa 
human beings, they would respond; 
that what was needed in the case of 
the great majority of confirmed crimi- 
nals was a little sympathy and love. 
Her ideas amused the prison officials; 
out, believing she had only to test her 
theory to be convinced of its imprac- 
ticability, they agreed that the 700 
prisoners should be assembled in the 
hapel on Sunday, May 24,1896, to hear 
her talk. 


The scene was a strange one. In the 


>ody of the chapel sat the 700 meu in 
stripes, their faces shaven, their hair 
ilosely cropped, most of them debased, 
vicious, vile; while about them hov- 
ered their armed and vigilant keepers. 
Dn the platform stood j all alone the 
winsome little woman with the sweei 
voice and the gracious presence. 


She' did not preach a sermon. As a 


woman speaking unto men, she sim- 
ply tried to make them take the com- 
mon-sense view of the suffering en- 
gendered by sin, and the happintss 
.hat comes from right living, and she 
promised tbat if any man present 
wished to start anew when he got out 
of prison,-and would'come to her, she 
would see he got a chance. Then an? 
asked all that were desirous of turn- 
,ng over a new leaf to stand up. 


Summer came and went, with Skinny 


still nervously fingering his morphine 
tablets. Constantly he brooded over 
the remarkable woman that called 
convicts her friends and boys. 
\V ly, 


she spoke of them and addressed them 
as if there really was something good 
n them! On his bed of pain he tried 
,o picture what she looked like. One 
night he cried out: 


"My God! but she must be all right!' 
From out their hiding place he drew 


.he tablets—he had 20 now—ground 
hem up with the heel of his shoe, and 
>lew the dust out into the corridor. 


The struggle had lasted five months. 


It was 4a the latter part of Octooer 


that Skinny applied to the chaplain 
for permission to write an extra let- 
ter."To whom are you going to write?' 
be was asked. 


"Mrs. Boot'," he answered. 
Never a man awaited with more eag- 


erness a reply to a letter." Days pawed 
without its being received, and Skinny 
began to regret what he had done 
Then one memorable day he received 
this:

"I am very glad that you have writ- 


ten me so freely, I thoroughly believe 
all that you say, and I want to asbure 
you that I, for one, think that there is 
hope for you, and I will gladly do all I 
can to help and encourage you. 1 think 
there is every reason why you should 
be cheered to go on and do better 
while you are even in prison as well 
as when you come out of it. 


"I am determined that those who are 


trying to lead straight, honest lives 
shall have a chance, never mind how 
many terms there are back of them 


"I am particularly' Interested 
in 


those who never had a chance; so you 
can remember now that you have at 
least one friend who will stand by you 
and help you while you prove yourself 
thoroughly sincere and earnest. 


"I will gladly send you the Vo.un- 


teers' Gazette, and I hope that its page,* 
may be a cheer and inspiration to you. 


"Now I pray that the dear Lord may 


fill your heart with hope, and enable 
you to begin to lead a new life rifa'hl 
there in Sing Sing. 


"Believe me, your friend to help you, 


"MAUD B. BOOTH." 


Skinny read the letter in a kind ot 


stupor. One sentence, however, had 
burned itself into his brain. It had 
been underscored. "I thoroughly be- 
lieve all that you say." 
There was a 


good woman in the world that beliovea 
in htm' To make sure be was not mis- 
taken he again read the letter. Still 
he was not convinced, and for the 
third time he read it.

$3.50 a week, and never more than live 
dollars. 


Then he received the job of run- 


ning the elevator at a regular sal- 
ary of $10 a week, with the privilege 
of lodging in a room In the factory. 
Skinny was rich now. In a little more 
than a year he had $300 in the savings 
bank. And what do you think he did 
with it? Every cent he turned over to 
a friend who had a large family and 
was out of work. He missed the mon- 
ey, too; for there was a girl in the 
Factory about whom he was entertain- 
ing serious thoughts.

Text of the Enabling Act Granting the Territories of Okla- 


homa, Indian Territory* New Mexico and Arizona 


a Right to Adopt a Constitution and 


Vote on Admission to Union 


> Bill to enable the people of Oklaho- 


ma and of the Indian Territory to 
form a constitution and state gov- 
ernment and be admitted into the 
Union on an equal footing with the 
original states; and to enable the 
people of New Mexico and of Ari- 
zona to form a constitution and state 
government and be admitted Into 
the Union on an equal footing with 
the original states. 
* Be it enacted by the Senate and 
'House of Representatives 
of 
the 
United States of America In Congress 
•assembled, That the inhabitants of all 
that part of the area of the United 
States now constituting* the Territory 
«>f Oklahoma and the Indian Territory, 
as at present described, may adopt a 
•constitution and become the State oT 
Oklahoma, as hereinafter provided: 
Provided, That nothing contained in 
tbf salt! constitution «hall 
IIP con- 


strued to Itrnlt or impair the rights of 
person or property pertaining to the 
,, id tans-of said Territories (so long as 
'iuch rights shall remain unextin- 
guished) or to limit or affect the au- 
thority of the

lands, property, or other 
rights by

statement of the applicant in writing 
setting forth the purpose for which the 
liquor is to be used, and no sale shall 
be made for medicinal purposes ex- 
cept sales to apothecaries as herein- 
above provided unless such statement 
shall be accompanied by a boni fide 
prescription signed by a regular prac- 
ticing physician, which prescription 
shall not be filled more than once.

That district numbered three shall 
(with the exception of that part of 
recording district numbered twelve, 
which is in the Cherokee and Creek 
nations) comprise all the territory 
now constituting the Cherokee, Creek, 
and Semlnole nations, and the Indian 
reservations lying northeast of the 
OhmelBM nation, within said state. 


That district numbered four shall 
comprise all that territory now con- 
stituting the Choctaw nation, -that pan 
of recording district numbered twelve 
which is in the Cherokee and Creek 
nations, that part of recording; dis- 
trict numered twenty-flve which is in 
the Chickasaw nation, and the terri- 
tory comprising recording districts 
numbered sixteen, twenty-one, twenty- 
two, and twenty-six, in the Indian 
Territory. 


That district numbered five shall 
comprise the counties of Greer, Roger 
Mills, Klowa, Washlta, 
Comanche 
Cleveland, and Pottawatomie, and 
the territory comprising recording dis- 
tricts numbered seventeen, eighteen 
nineteen, and twenty. In the Chicka- 
saw nation, Indian Territorv. 


And 
the

representatives 


together 
with 
the 
governor and

said constitution, shall be 
elected 
on the same day of the

for the ratification -or rejection of the 
constitution; and until said officers 
are elected and qualified under the pro- 
visions of such constitution and the 
said state Is admitted Into the Union 
the Territorial officers of Oklahoma 
Territory shall continue to discharge 
the duties of their respective offices 
in said territory. 


Sec. 7. That upon the admission 


of the state into the union sections 
numbered sixteen and thirtv-six. in 
every township in Oklahoma Territorv 
and all indemnity lands heretofore 
selected in lieu thereof, are hereb 
granted to the state for the use and 
benefit of the common schools: 
Pro- 
vided, That sections sixteen and thlr 
ty-slx embraced in permanent reser 
vatlons for national purposes shai 
not at any time be subject to the Krani 
nor the Indemnity provisions of this 
aotr nor shall any lands embraced in 
Indian, military, or other reservations 
of any character, nor shall land ownee 
by Indian tribes or Individual mem- 
bers of any tribe be subjected to the 
grants or to the indemnity provisions 
of this act until the reservation shal 
have been extinguished and such lands 
be restored to and become a part o1 
the public domain: 
Provided. That 
there la sufficient 
untaken 
public 
land within said state to cover this 
grant: 
And provided, that in case 
any of the lands herein granted to 
the State of Oklahoma have heretofore4 
been confirmed to the Territorv oi 
Oklahoma for the purpose speclflec 
In this act, the amount so confirmed 
shall be deducted from the quantity 
specified in this act 


There Is hereby appropriated, out 


of any money in the tieasury not other, 
wise appropriated, the sum of five 
million dollars for the' use and bene- 
fit of the common schools of said 
state in lieu of sections sixteen and 
thirty-six, and other lands of the In- 
dian Territory. 
Said 
approp1 iation 
shall be paid by the treasurer of the 
United States at such time and to 
such person or persons as mav be au- 
thorized by said state to receive the 
same under laws to be enacted bv 
said state, and until said state shall 
enact such laws said appropriation 
shall not be paid, but said state shall 
be allowed Interest thereon at the 
rate of three per centum per annum, 
which shall be paid to said state for 
the use and benefit 
of its 
public 
schools. 
Said appropriation of five 


million dollars shall be held and in- 
vested by said state, in trust, for the 
use and benefit of said schools, and the 
Interest thereon shall be paid quarterly 
and used exclusively in the sunno'-t 
and maintonance 
of said 
schools: 


Provided, That nothing in this act 
contained shall repeal or affect anv 
act of congress relating to the Sulnhur 
Springs reservation as now defined 
or as may be hereafter defined or 
extended, or the power of the United 
States over it or any other lands em- 
braced In the state hereafter set aside 
by congress as a national park, game 
preserve, or for the preservation of 
objects of archaeological or ethnologi- 
cal Interest; and nothing contained in 
this act shall interfere with the rights 
and ownership of the United States in 
any land hereafter set aside by con- 
gress as national park, game preserve, 
or other reservation, or in the said 
Sulphur Springs reservation, as it 
now is or may be hereafter defined or 
extended by law; but exclusive legis- 
lation, in all cases whatsoever, shall 
be exercised by the 
United States 


which shall have exclusive control and 
jurisdiction over the same; but noth- 
ing in this provision contained shall be 
construed to prevent the service within 
said Sulphur Springs reservation or 
national parks, game preserves, and 
other reservations hereafter 
estab- 
lished by law, of civil and criminal 
processes lawfully issued by the au- 
thority of said state, and said state 
shall not be entitled to select indem- 
nity school lands for the thirteenth • 
sixteenth, thirty-third and thirtv-sixth 
sections that may be embraced within 
the metes and bounds of the national 
park, game preserve, and other reser- 
vation or the said Sulphur Springs 
reservation, as now defined or mav 
be hereafter defined. 


Sec. 8. That section thirteen in the 
Cherokee Outlet, the Tonkawa In- 
dian reservation, and' the Pawnee In- 
dian reservation, reserved by the nresl- 
dent of the United States by proclama- 
tion Issued August nineteenth, eigh- 
teen hundred and ninety-three. open- 
Ing to settlement the said lands, and 
by any act or acts of congress since 
said date, and section thirteen in all 
other lands which have been or mav 
be opened to settlement in the Terri- 
tory of Oklahoma, and all lands here- 
tofore selected In lieu thereof, is here- 
by reserved and granted to said state 
for the use and benefit of the Universi- 
ty of Oklahoma and the University Pre- 
paratory school, one-third; of the nor- 
mal schools now established or here- 
after to be established, one-third: and 
of the Agricultural and Mechanical 
college and the Colored Acrteoltnral 
Nonud nBlvenity. • one-third. 
The 


•aid lands,or the proceeds thereof as 
above apportioned shall be divided be- 
tween the institutions as the legisla- 
ture of said state may prescribe: Pro- 
vided, That the said lands so re- 
served or the proceeds of the sale 
thereof shall be safely kept or invest- 
ed and held by said state and the In- 
come therof, Interest, rentals, or 
otherwise, only shall be used ex- 
clusively for the benefit of said educa- 
tional institutions. Such educational 
Institutions shall remain under the 
exclusive control of said state, and no 
part of the proceeds arising from the 
sale or disposal of any lands herein 
granted for educatonal purposes, or 
the income or rentals thereof, shall be 
used for the support of any religious 
or sectarian school, college, or uni- 
versity. 
That section thirty-three, and all 
lands heretofore selected in lieu there- 
of, heretofore reserved under 
said 


proclamation, and acts for chari- 
table and penal institutions and nub- 
lic buildings, shall be apportioned and 
disposed of as the legislature of said 
stato may prescribe. 
Where any part of the lands grant- 
ed by this act to the State of Okla- 
homa are valuable for minerals, which 
term shall also include gas and oil 
such lands shall not be sold bv the 
state prior to January first, nineteen 
'hundred aud fifteen; but the same 
may be leased for periods not exceed- 
ing five years by the state officers 
duly authorized for that purpose, such 
leasing to be made by public comneti- 
tlon after not less than thirty days' 
advertisment in the manner to be 
prescribed by law, and all such leas- 
ing shall be done under sealed bids and 
awarded to the highest responsible 
bidder. The leasing shall require and 
the advertisement shall soecify In 
each erase a fixed royalty to be paid 
by the successful bidder,- in addition 
to any bonus offered for the lease, and 
all proceeds from leases shall be cov- 
ered into the fund to which thev shall 
properly belong, and no transfer or 
assignment of any lease shall be valid 
or confer any right in the assignee 
without the consent of the proper state 
authorities In writing. Provided, how- 
ever, That agricultural lessees in pos- 
session of such lands shall be reim- 
bursed by the mining lessees for all 
damage done to said agricultural les- 
sees' interest therein by reason of 
such mining operations. 
The lesisla. 
ture of the state may prescribe addi- 
tional legislation governing such leases 
not in conflict herewith. 


Sec. 9. That said sections sixteen 
and thirty-six, and lands taken in lien 
thereof, herein granted for the support 
of the common schools, if sold, ma- 
be appraised and sold at public sale in 
one hundred and sixty acre tracts or 
less, under such rules and reflations 
as the legislature of the said state 
may prescribe, preference rtsht to 
purchase at the highest bid belnir 
-given to the lessee at the thne of surh 
sale, the proceeds to constitute a per- 
manent school fund, the interest of 
which only shall be expended in the 
support of such schools. 
But said 
lands mav, under such regulations as 
the legislature may 
prescribe, 
be 


leased for periods not to exceed ten 
years; and such lands shall not be 
subject to homestead entry or an- 
other entry under the land laws of 
the United States, whether surveyed 
or unsurveyed, but shall be reserved 
for school purposes onlv. 


Sec. 10. That said sections thir- 
teen and thirty-three, aforesaid, if sold 
may be appraised and sold at public 
sale, in one hundred and sixtv acrp 
tracts or less, under such rules and 
regulations as the legislature of said 
state may prescribe, preference right 
to purchase at the highest bid belne 
given to the lessee at the time of such 
sale, but such lands mav be leased 
for periods of not more than five vears 
under such rules and regulations as th« 
legislature shall prescribe, and until 
such time as the legislature shall "re- 
scribe such rules these and all other 
lands granted to the state shall bp 
leased under existing rules and re<nil-> 
tions, and shall not be subject to home- 
stead entrv or any other entry under 
the land laws of the United States 
whether surveyed or unsurveved. but 
shall be reserved for designated pur- 
poses only, and until such time na 
the legislature shall prescribe as afore- 
said such lands shall be leased under 
existing rules: Provided, That before 
any of the said lands shall be sold 
as provided in sections nine and ten 
of this act, the. said lands and the im- 
provements thereon shall be appraised 
by three disinterested appraisers, who 
shall be nonresidents of the countv 
wherein the land is situated, to be 
designated as the legislature of said 
state shall prescribe, and the said ap- 
praisers shall make a true appraise- 
ment of said lands at the actual cash 
value thereof, exclusive of improve- 
ments and shall separately appraise all 
permanent improvements thereon at 
their fair and reasonable value, i nd in 
case the leaseholder does not become 
the purchaser, the purchaser at said 
sale shall, under such rules and regula- 
tions as the legislature may prescribe, 
pay to or for the leaseholder the ap- 
praised value of said improvements, 
and to the state the amount bid for the 
said lands exclusive of the appraised 
value of improvements; and at said 
sale no bid for any tract at less than 
the appraisement thereof shall be ac- 
cepted. 


That an amount eoual to 
Ive per centum of the proceeds of 
the sales of public lands lying within 
said state shall be'paid to the said 
state, to be used as a permanent fund 
the interest only of which shall be 
expended for the support of the com- 
mon schools within said state. 
Sec. 12. That in lieu of the grant 


of land for purposes of internal Im- 
provement made to new states bv the 
ilghth section of the act of Septem- 
ber fourth, eighteen 
hundred 
and 
forty-one, which section fa hereby re- 
peal* ae to MtM •tata. sa« la lien of 


any claim or demand of the state or 
Oklahoma under the act of Septem- 
ber twenty-eighth, eighteen hundred 
and fifty, and section 
twentv-four 
hundred and seventy-nine of the re- 
vised statutes, making a grant of 
swamp and overflowed lands, which 
grant it is hereby declared is not ex- 
tended to said etate of Oklahoma, the 
following grant of land is hereby made 
to said state from public lands of the 
United States within said state, for 
the purposes indicated, namely: For 
the benefit of the Oklahoma Unlverslt- 
two hundred and fifty thousand acres- 
tor the benefit of the University Pre- 
paratory school, one hundred and fiftv 
thousand acres; for the benefit of tb« 
Agricultural and Mechanical college, 
two hundred and fifty thousand acres- 
for the benefit of the Colored Agri- 
cultural and Normal Unlversitv one 
hundred thousand acres; for the bene- 
fit of normal schools, now established 
or hereafter to be established, three 
hundred thousand acres. The lands 
granted by this section shall be se- 
lected by the board for leasing school 
lands of the Territory of Oklahoma 
immediately upon the approval of this 
net Said selections as soon as made 
shall be certified to the secretarv of the 
Interior, and tbe lands so selected 
shall be thereupon withdrawn from 
homestead entry. 


Sec. 13. That said state when ad- 
mitted as aforesaid shall constitute 
two Judicial districts to be known 
as the eastern district of Oklahoma 
and the western district of Oklahomn 
the said Indian, Territory shall con- 
stitute said eastern district, and tho 
said Oklahoma Territory shall const!, 
tute said western district. The circuit 
and district courts for the eastern dis- 
tnct shall be held one term at Musko- 
gee, one term at Vlnita, one term at 
'luisa, one teim at South McAlester 
one term at Cliickasha. and one term at 
Ardmore, each year, and the circuit and 
district courts of the western district 
shall be held one term at Guthrie. on<> 
term nt Oklahoma City, and one term 
at Enid, and one term at Law ton. each 
year, for the time being. 
And the 


said districts shall, for judicial pur- 
poses, until otherwise provided, be 
attached to the eighth judicial cir- 
cuit. There shall be appointed for each 
of said districts one district judge 
one United States attorney, and one 
United States marshal. 
There shall 
be appointed a clerk for each ot said 
districts, who shall keep his office at 
Muskogee and Guthrie, respectively 
for the time being. The regular term 
of said courts shall be held at the 
places designated in this act, at Mus- 
okgee on the first Monday in Januan- 
and at Vinita on the first Mondav in 
March, and at Tulsa on the first Mon- 
day in April; at South McAlester on 
the first Monday in June; at Ardmore 
on the first Monday in October: at 
Chickasha on the first Mondav of No- 
vember; at Guthrie on the first Mon- 
day in January; at Oklahoma Citv on 
the first Monday in March; at Enid 
on the first Monday hi June, and at 
Lawton on the first Mondav in October 
In each year, and one grand jury shall 
be summoned in each year in each of 
said circuit and district courts. The 
circuit and district courts for each 
of said districts, and the judges there-' 
of, respectively, shall possess the same 
power and jurisdiction and perform 
the same duties required to be per- 
formed by the other circuit and dis. 
trict courts and judges of the United 
States, and shall be governed bv the/ 
same laws and regulations. The mar- 
shal, district attorney, and clerk of 
each of the circuit and district courts 
of Bald districts, and all other officers 
and persons performing duties in the 
administration of justice therein, shall 
severally possess the powers and oer- 
form the duties lawfully required to 
be performed by similar officers in 
other districts of the United States 
and shall, for the services thev ma<- 
perform, receive the fees and comnen- 
sation now allowed by law to officers 
performing similar services for the 
United States in other districts of the 
United States; and that the laws In 
force in the Territory of Oklahoma, as 
far as applicable, shall extend over 
and apply to said state until changed 
by the legislature thereof.

mative shall place a cross mark in 
the square to the left of the word 
"Yes," and those desiring to vote in 
the negative shall place a cross mark 
In the square, to the left of the word 
"No" in the form above prescribed. 
The governors and secretaries of the 
respective Territories shall certify and 
transmit, as soon as may be practica- 
ble the results of said election each to

Mexico and Arizona as one State, then' 
and cot otherwise, the inhabitants of 
Hint part of the area of the United 
States now constituting the Territories 
of Arizona and New Mexico as at pres- 
ent described may become the State 
of Arizona as hereinafter provided- 
but if in either of said Territories a 
majority of the qualified electors vot- 
ing on the question aforesaid at such 
election shall appear by such certified 
returns to have voted against the 
union of said Territories, then, and in 
that event, section 23 and all succeed- 
ing sections of this Act shall there- 
after be null and void and of no effect 
excepting that the appropriation made 
In section 41 hereof shall be and re- 
main available for defraying all and 
every kind and character of exnensp 
Incurred on account of the election hf 
delegates to tbe convention and the 
submission of the question .aforesaid. 


The governors, of said Territories 


reepectdnely, shjilj. wjthin thirty davu 
after the approval qf this Act. b- 
prqclamatipn to. which the aforesaid 
apportionment of delegates to tbp con- 
vention shall be fu)ly specified and an- 
nounced and the aforesaid question to 
be voted on by the electors shaU bp 
clearly stated), order that the delegates 
aforesaid in their respective Territo- 
ries shall be vpted for and the ques- 
tion aforesaid shall be submitted to the 
qualified electors, in each of ^sald Ter- 
ritories 
ap herein 
required at 
thn 
aforesaid general election. Suolj elec- 
tion fpr "delegates shall be conducted 
the returns m«dq and the certificates 
of persons elected- to such contention 
issued, as near as may be, in the same 
manner as is prescribed bv the laws 
of said Territories, respectively, regu- 
lating elections therein of members of 
the legislature: 
Provided. That if it 
appears from the returns that a ma- 
jority of tbe qualified electors in the 
Territory of Arizona who voted on thn 
oueatlon at the election voted in favor 
of the union of New Mexico and Ari- 
zona as one State, then, and not oth- 
erwise, the secretary or other proper 
officer of said Territorv of Arizona into 
whose hands the results of said election 
finally comes, shall immediately trans- 
mit and certify the result as to the 
election of delegates to the conven- 
tion to the secretary of the Territorv 
of New Mexico at Santa Fe. and if <t 
appears from 
the returns from the 
election held in New Mexico that a 
majority of the qualified voters aforp-i 
said voted In favor of loint statehoe'' 
then in that event the secretary of 
said Territory 
of New Mexico shall 
make up a temporary roll of the con- 
vention from the certified returns of 
both of said Territories, and he shall 
call tbe convention to order at the 
time herein required, and. said conven- 
tion when so called to order and or- 
ganized shall be the sole judge of the 
election and qualifications of its own 
members. Persons possessing the ciual- 
ifications, entitling them to vote at 
the aforesaid general election shall be 
entitled to vote on the ratification or 
rejection of the constitution if sub- 
mitted to tbe people of said Territories 
hereunder, and on the election of all 
officials wihes* election,!*, takfn|r fjacp 
at the same time, under such rules or 


regulations as said convention may- 
prescribe, not in conflict with this Act 
* Sec. 25. That if a majority in each 
of said Territories at the election 
aforesaid shall vote for joint state- 
hood, and not otherwise, the delegates 
to the convention thus elected shall 
meet in the hall of the house of repre- 
sentatives of the Territory of New 
Mexico, in the city of Santa Fe therein 
at twelve o'clock noon on Monday. 
December third, nineteen hundred and 
six, but they shall not receive com- 
pensation for more than sixty dava ot 
service, and after organization shall 
declare on behalf of the people of said 
proposed State that they adopt the 
Constitution of tfce United Statea 
whereupon the said convention shall 
be, and Is "hereby, authorized to form 
a constitution and State government 
for said proposed State- The constitu- 
tion shall be republican in form, and 
make no distinction Jn civil or political 
rights on account of race or color, ex- 
cept as to Indians not taxed, and shall 
not be repugnant to the Constitution 
qf the United States and the principles 
of the Declaration of Independence, 
And said convention shall provide bv 
ordinance Irrevocable without tbe con- 
sent of the United otatea and the peo- 
pleof said State— 


Firflt. That perfect toleration of re- 
ligious sentiment shall be secured, and 
that no inhabitant of said State shall 
ever be molested In person or property 
on account of his or her religious wor- 
ship; and that polygamous or plural 
marriage and the sale, barter, or giv- 
ing of intoxicating liquors to Indiana 
are forever prohibited. 


Second. That the people Inhabiting 


said proposed State do agree and de- 
clare that they forever disclaim all 
right and title to the unappropriated 
and ungranted public lands lying with- 
in tbe boundaries thereof and to all 
lands lying witWp said limits owned 
or held by any Indian or Indian tribes 
except as hereinafter provided, and 
that until the title thereto shall have 
been extinguished by the United States 
the same shall be and remain under 
the disposition of the United States 
and such Indian lands shall remain 
under the absolute jurisdiction and 
control of the Congress of the United 
States; that the lands and other prop- 
erty belonging to citizens of the United 
States residing without the said State 
shall never be taxed at a higher rate 
than, the lands and other property be- 
longing to residents thereof: that no 
taxes shall be Imposed by the State on 
lands or property therein belonging or 
which may hereafter be purchased b-v 
the United States, or reserved for its 
use, but nothing herein, or Ip the or- 
dinance herein provided for, shall pre- 
clude the State from taxing, as other 
lands and property are taxed, an" 
lands and other property owned or 
held by any Indian who has severed 
his tribal relations and has obtained 
from the United States or from any 
person a title thereto by patent or 
other grant, save and except such 
lands as have or may be granted to 
any Indian or Indjans under anv Act 
of Congress containing a provision ex- 
empting the. lands thus granted from 
taxation, but said ordinance shall pro- 
vide that all such lands shall be ex- 
empt from taxation, by said State so 
long and to such extent as Such Act 
of Congress may prescribe. 


Third. That the debts and liabilities 


of said Territory of Arizona and pf 
said Territory of New Mexico shall be 
assumed and paid by said State, and 
that said State' shall be subrogated 
to all the rights pf indemnity and re- 
imbursement which either of said Ter- 
ritories now has 


Fourth. That provision shall be 
made for tbe establishment of a sys- 
tem of public schools, which shall be 
open to all the children of said State 
and fiea from sectarian control: and 
that said schools shall alwavs be con- 
ducted in English: Provided. That 
nothing in, this Act shall preclude the 
teaching of other languages in said 
public schools. 
Fifth. That said State shall never 
enact any law restricting or abridging 
the right of suffrage on account of 
race, color, or previous condltiin of 
servitude, and that ability to read 
write, and speak the English language 
sufficiently well to conduct the duties 
of the office without the aid of a,n in- 
terpreter shall be a necessary Qualifi- 
cation for all State officers. 
Sixth. That the capital of said State 


shall be temporarily at the eltv of San- 
ta Fe, in the present Territory of New 
Mexico, and shall not be changed 
therefrom previous to faint) 
Domini 
nineteen hundred and fifteen, but the 
permanent location 
of said ca"^"' 
may, after said y«ar, be fixed bv the 
electors of said State, voting at «n 
e'.ecUQn to be provided for by the leg- 
islature. 


Sec, 26. That In case a constitution 
and State government shall b« formed 
in compliance with the provisions of 
this Act, the convention forming the 
same shall provide by ordinance for 
submitting said constitution to the 
people of Said proposed State for its 
ratification or rejection, at an elec- 
tion to lie held at a time fixed in said 
ordinance, which shall not be less than 
sixty duys nor more than ninety days 
from the adjournment of the conven- 
tion, at which election the qualMie^ 
voters of said proposed State shall 
vote directly for or agairist the pro- 
posed constitution and for or aeainst 
any privisions thereof separately sub- 
mitted. The returns of said election 
shall be made bv the election oflfee"! 
direct to the secretary of the Terri- 
tory of New Mexico at Santa Fe: who 
with the governors and chief Justices 
of said Territories or any four of 
them, shall meet at said city of Santa 
Fe on the third Monday after salrt 
election and shall canvass the same- 
and if a majority of the legal votes 
cast on that question, shall be for the 
constitution the said canvassing board 
shall certify the result to the President 
of the United States, together with the 
statement of the votes cast thereon 
and upop separate articles or proposi- 
tions, and a copy of said constitution 
articles, propositions and ordinances 
And if the constitution and govern- 
ment of said proposed State are re- 
publican in form, and If the provisions 
in this Act have been complied with n 
the formation thereof, it shall be the 
duty of the President of the United 
States, within twenty days from, tbe 
receipt of the certificate of the. result 
of said election and the statement of 
the votes cast therapn and a copy _of 
said constitution,, articles; propositions, 
and ordinances from Batdjraard. 4o>lfe • 
sue. his proclamation, 'ftimoancidKi the. 
'result of said,election, and thereupon. 


the proposed State shall be deemed 
admitted by Congress into the Union 
under and by virtue of this Act, under 
the name of Arizona, on an equal foot- 
ing with the original States, from and 
after the date of said proclamation. 
The original of said constitution, ar- 
ticles, propositions, and ordnances, and 
the election returns, and a copy of the 
statement of tbe votes cast at said 
election shall be forwarded and turned 
over by the secretary of the Terrltor- 
of New Mexico to the State authorities 


Sec. 27. That until the next general 
census, or until otherwise nrovlded b" 
law, said State shall be entitled to two 
Representatives In the House of Rep- 
resentatives of the United States 
which Representatives, together with 
the governor and other officers pro- 
vided for in said constitution, and also 
all other State and county officers 
shall be elected on the same d,av of 
the election for the adoption of the 
constitution; and until said State offi- 
cers are elected and qualified under 
the provisions of the constitution, and 
the State is admitted into the Union 
the Teritorial officers of said Terri- 
tories, respectively, Including Dele- 
gates to Congress, shall continue to 
discharge the duties of their respective 
offices In said Territories until their 
successors are duly elected and aual- 
fled. 
Sec. 28. That upon the admission of 
said State Into the Union there Is 
hereby granted unto it, including the 
sections thereof heretofore granted 
four sections of public land In each 
township in the proposed State for the 
support of free public nonsectarian 
common schools, to-wit: 
Sections 
numbered thirteen, sixteen, thirty- 
three and thirty-six, and where such 
sections or any part thereof have been 
sold or otherwise disposed of bv or 
under the authority of any Act of Con- 
gress other lands equivalent thereto 
and as contiguous as may be to the 
section In lieu of which the same Is 
taken; such indemnity lands to be se- 
lected within said respective portions 
of Bald State In the manner nrovlded 
in this Act: Provded. That the thir- 
teenth, 
sixteenth, thirty-third, and 
thirty-sixth sections embraced In per- 
manent reservations for national nur- 
poses shall not at any time be subfect 
to the grants nor to the Indemnity pro- 
visions of this Act, but other lands 
equivalent therato may be selected for 
such such school 
purposes in lieu 
thereof; nor shall any tands embraced 
in Indian, military, or other reserva- 
tions of any character be sublect to 
the grants of this Act. but such reser- 
vation lands shall be subject to the 
Indemnity provision of this Act- Pro- 
vided, That nothing In tbls Act con- 
tained shall repeal or affect anv Act 
of Congress relating to the 
Casa 
Grande Ruin as now defined or as 
may be hereafter defined or extended 
or the power of the United States over 
It, or any othei lands embraced in the 
State hereafter set aside by Congress 
as a national park, game preserve, or 
for the preservation of objects of arch- 
aeological or ethnological interest: and 
nothing contained in this Act shall 
interfere with the rights and owner- 
ship of the United States in anv land 
hereafter set aside by Congress as na- 
tional park, game preserve, or other 
reservation, or in the said Casa Grande 
Ruin as it now is or hereafter may be 
defined or extended by the United 
States, which shall have exclusive con- 
trol and Jurisdiction over the same 
but nothing in this •proviso contained 
shall be construed to prevent the ser- 
vice within said Casa Grande Ruin, or 
national park, 
fame preserve, and 
other 
reservation 
hereafte 
estab- 
lished by law, of civil and criminal 
processes lawfuty issued bv the autho- 
ity of said State; and said lands shall 
not be subject at anv time to the 
school grants of this Act that may be 
embraced within the metes and bounds 
of the national park, game preserve, or 
other reservation, or the said Casa 
Grande Ruin, as now defined or m— 
be hereafter defined; but other lands 
equivalent thereto may be selected for 
such school purposes hereinbefore pro- 
vided in lieu thereof. 


Sec. 29. That three hundred sections 


of the unappropriated non-mineral 
public lands within said State, to be 
selected and located in legal subdivi- 
sions, as provided In this act, 
are 


hereby granted to said State for the 
purpose of erecting legislative, execu- 
tiev, and Judicial public buildings in 
the same, and for the payment of the 
bonds heretofore o rhereafter Issued 
therefor. 


SeC. 30. That the lands granted to 
the Terlrtory of Arizona by the Act of 
February eighteenth, eighteen, hundred 
and eighty-one, entitled "An Act to 
grant lands to Dakota. Montana. Ari- 
zona, Idabo, and Wyoming for univer- 
sity purpcaes," are hereby vested' in 
the proposed state to the extent of the 
full quantity of seventy-five sections 
and any portion of said lands that mnv 
not have been selected bv aald Terri- 
tory of Arizona may be selected bv 
the said state. In addition to the fore- 
going, and In addition to all lands 
heretofore granted for such purpose 
there shall be, and hereby is, granted 
to said State, to take effect when the 
samp is admitted to the Union, three 
hundred sections of land, to be se- 
lected from the public domain within 
said State in the same manner as pro- 
vided in this Act, and the proceeds of 
all such lands shall constitute a per- 
manent fund, to be safely Invested and 
held by said State, and the Income 
thereof be used exclusively for univer- 
sity purposes. The schools, colleges, 
and universities provided for in this 
Aft shall forever remain under the 
exclusive control of the said State anrt 
no part of the proceeds arising from 
the snle or disposal of any lands herein 
granted for educational purposes shall 
be used for the support of any sectar- 
ian or denominational school, college, 
or university. 


Sec. 31. That nothing in this Act 
shall be construed, except .where the 
same Is so specifically stated, as to re- 
peal any grant of land heretofore made 
by any Act of Congress to either of 
said Terltories, but such grants are 
hereby ratified and confirmed in and 
to said State, and all of tbe land that 
may not, at the time of the admission 
of said State Into tbe Union have been 
selected and segregated from the pub- 
lic domain, may be so selected and 
segregated in the manner provided in 
this Acf. 


Sec. 32. That five per centum of the 
proceeds of the sales of public lands 
lying within said State which shall bo 
sold; by the United States subsequent 
to the admission of said State Into tbe 
Unlen, after deducting alj the expenses 
incident to the sane, shell be paid 


to the said State to be used as a per- 
manent fund, the interest of which 
only shall be expended for the support 
of the common schools within said 
state. And there Is hereby appropri- 
ated, out of any moneys in the Treas- 
ury not otherwise apropriated. the 
sum of five million dollars for the use 
and benefit of the common schools oi 
said States. Said appropriation shall 
be paid by the Treasurer of the United 
States at such time and to such per- 
son or persons as may be authorized 
by said State to roeeive the same 
under laws to be enacted by said State 
and until said State shall enact such 
laws said appropriation shall not be 
paid. Said appropriation of five mil- 
lion dollars shall lie held inviolable 
and Invested by said State. In trust 
for the use and benefit of said schools. 
Sec. 
33. That all lands herein 
granted for educational purposes m 
be appraised and disposed of onlv at 
public sale, tbe proceeds to constitute 
a permanent school fund, the Income 
from which only shall be expended in 
tbe suppoit of said schools. But said 
lands may, under such regulations as 
tbe legislature shall prescribe, be 
leased for periods of not more than ten 
years, and such common school land 
shall not be subject to redemption, 
homestead entry, or any other entr" 
under the land laws of the United 
States, whether surveyed or unsur- 
veyed, but 
shall be 
reserved 
for 
school purposes only. 
Sec. 34. That in lieu of the Grant 


of land for purposes of Internal im- 
provement made to new States by the 
eighth section of the Act of September 
fourth, eighteen hundred and forty- 
one, which section is hereby repealed 
as to the proposed State, and in lieu 
of, any claim or demand bv the said 
State under the Act of September 
twenty-eighth, eighteen hundred and 
fifty, and section twenty-four hundred 
and seventy-ninp of the Revised Stat- 
utes, making a grant of swamp and 
overflowed lands to certain states, 
which grant It is hereby declared is 
not extended to the said State, and in 
lieu of any grant of saline lands to 
said state, save as heretofore made, 
the following grants of land from pub- 
lic lands of the United States within 
said State are hereby made, to wit: 
For the establishment and mainten- 
ance and support of Insane asylums 
in the said State, two hundred thou- 
sand acres, for penitentiaries, two 
hundred thousand acres; for schools 
for the deaf, dumb, and the blind, 
two hundred thousand acres; for min- 
ers' hospitals for disabled miners, one 
hundred thousand acres: for normal 
schools, two hundred thousand acres; 
for state charitable, penal, and refor- 
matory schools, two hundred thousand 
acres; for agricultural and mechanical 
colleges, 
three 
hundred 
thousand 
acres: Provided, That the two national 
appropriations 
heretofore 
annual!" 


paid to the two agricultural and me- 
chanical colleges of said territories, n- 
spectlvely, shall, until the further or- 
der of Congress, continue to be paid 
to said State for the use of said respec- 
tive institutions; for schools of mines 
two hundred thousand acres; for mili- 
tary institutes, two hundred thousand 
acres. 


Sec. 35. That all lands granted in 


quantity or as indemnity bv this Act 
shall be selected, under the direction 
of the Secretary of the Interior, frocl 
tbe unappropriated public lands of the 
United States within the limits of the 
said State, by a commission composed 
of the governor, surveyor-general, and 
attorney-general of sad State: and no 
fees shall be charged for passing the 
title to the same or for the preliminary 
procedlngs thereof. 


Sec 36. That all mineral lands shall 
be exempted from the grants made bv 
this act; bdt if any portion thereof shall 
be found by the Department of tb«* 
Interior to be mineral lands, said State 
by the commission provided for in sec- 
tion thirty-five hereof, under the direc- 
tion of the Secretary of the Interior, is 
hereby authorized and empowered to 
select, In legal subdivisions, an equal 
quantity of the unappropriated lands 
In said State in lieu thereof. 


Sec. 37. That the said State, when 
admitted as aforesaid, shall constitute 
two judicial districts, to be named 
respectively, the eastern and western 
districts of Arizona, the boundaries of 
said districts to be the same as the 
boundaries of said Territories, respec- 
tively, at Albuquerque and Phoenix for 
the time being, and the said district* 
shall, for judicial purposes, until other- 
wise provided, be attached to the ninth 
judicial circuit. 
There shall be ap- 


pointed for each of said districts on« 
district Judge, one Unjted States at- 
torney, and one United States marshal. 
The Judge of each of said district* 
shall receive a yearly salary the same 
as other similar judges of the United 
States, payable as provided for bv law 
and shall reside in the district to which 
he is appointed. There shall be ap- 
pointed clerks of said courts, who shall 
keep their offices at said Albuquerque 
and Phoenix in said State The regu- 
lar terms of said courts shall be held 
in said districts, at the places afore- 
said. On the first Monday In April 
and the first Monday in November 
of each year, and cne grand Jury shall 
be summoned in each year In eacli of 
said circuit and district courts. 
The 
clrclt and district courts for said dis- 
tricts, and the judges thereof, resnee- 
tively, shall possess the same powers 
and jurisdiction and perform the same 
duties required to be performed bv the 
other circuit and district courts and 
judges of the United States, and shall 
be governed by the same laws and 
regulations. Tbe marshal, district at- 
torney, and clerks of the circuit anrt 
district courts of said districts, and all 
other officers and persons performln- 
duties in tbe administration of justice 
therein, shall severally possess the 
powers and perform the duties lawfull- 
possessed and required to be performed 
by similar officers In other districts 
of the United States, and shall, for the 
services they may perform, receive th« 
fees and compensation now allowed bv 
law to officers performing similar ser- 
vices for the United States In the Ter- 
ritories of Arizona and New Mexico 
respectively. 
Sec. 38. That all cases of appeal or 


writ of error heretofore prosecuted 
and now pending In tHe Supreme Court 
of the United States upon any record 
from the supreme court of either oi 
said territories, or that may hereafter 
awfully be prosecuted upon any record 
from said courts, may be heard and de- 
termined by said Supreme Court of 
the United States. And the mandate 
of execution or of further proceedings 
shall do directed by, the Supreme Court 
of the United States to tbe circuit or 


district courts, respectively, hereby 
established within the said state or 
to the supreme court of such state, a* 
the nature of the case may require- 
And the ciicuit, district, and state 
courts herein named shall, respective- 
ly, be the successors of the supreme' 
courts of the said territories as to ait> 
such cases arising within the limit* 
of embraced within the Jurisdic- 
tion of such courts, respectively, wlttag 
full power to proceed with the same^ 
and award tnesne or final process- 
tuerela; and that from all judgment*, 
and decrees of the supreme courts ot~ 
the said territories mentioned In thl* 
act, in any case arising within tn»- 
limits of the proposed state prior to- 
admission, tbe parties to such judg- 
ment shall have the same right to- 
prosecute appeals and writs of error 
to tbe Supreme Court of the i/nited 
States or to the circuit court of ap- 
peals as they have had by law prior to* 
t£e admission of said state Into the 
Union. 


Sec. 39. That In respect to all cases,. 


proceeuiuga", and mauuis now pending; 
In the Bupieme or district courts of the 
said Tenitories at tbe time of aUmia- 
sion into the union of the said state, 
and arising within the limits of the 
said State, wheieof the circuit and. 
district courts by this act established, 
might have had jurisdiction under the 
laws of the United States had such. 
Courts existed at the time of the com- 
mencement of such cases, the aald cir- 
cuit and district courts, respectively„.« 
shall be the successors of said supreme-» 
and district courts of said Territories.. 
respectively, 
and in respect to all. 


other cases, proceedings, and matters- 
pending in the supreme or 
district 


courts of the said Territories at the- 
tlme of admission of such Territories- 
into the Union, arising within the th» 
limits of said state, the courts estab- 
lished by such State shall, respectively 
be the successors of said supreme an<L 
dlstilct Territorial caurts; and all OJe 
flies, records, indictments, and pro- I 
ceedlngs relating to any such casesJ* 
be transferied to such circuit, district^ 
and State < ourts, respectively, and the 
same shall be proceeded with therein. 
In due course of law; but BO writ,, 
action. Indictment, cause, or proceed- 
ing now pending, or that prior to the* 
admission pf the State shall be pejkd- 
ing, in auy Territorial court in aatoi 
Territories shall abate by the admis- 
sion of such State into the Union, but 
tne same shall be transferred and pro- 
ceeded with In the

States circuit, district, or State oourt^ 
as the case may be: Provided, how- 
ever, That in all civil actions, causes, 
and proceedings In which the Unite*; 
States is not a party transfers saatt 
not be made to the circuit and district 
courts of the United States except up- 
on cause shown by written request ot.

and in the absence of such request 
such action shall be proceeded with Inu 
tbe proper State courts. 


Sec. 40. That the 
constitutional 
convention shall by ordinance provider 
for tbe election of officers for a full 
State government including member*.

tives in congress, at the time for the- 
election for the ratification or rejection, 
of tbe constitution; one of 
which. 
Representatives snail be chosen fronv 
a Congressional district comprised oCw 
the picsont Terrltoty of Arizona, to be-' 
known as the first congressional dis- 
trict, and the other from a congression- 
al district comprised of the remainder 
of said state, to be known as the sec- 
ond congressional district; but the said.

at the time of their admission lntoth» 
Union shall be In force In the respec- 
tive portions of said State, except a* 
modified or changed by this act

WILL SAVE NATION BILLIONS 
Philadelphia Veterinarian Discovers 


Preventive of Tuberculosis 


in Cattle. 


PhiltHlelpliia.—Cattle valued at ?2,- 


000,000 will be saved in Pennsylvania 
every year as the result of vaccination 
to prevent tuberculosis, which, has been 
corameuced by especially trained ex- 
perts in all parts of the state. Arrest 
and % Irtual cure of tuberculosis in cat- 
tle already diseased is also 
accom- 


plished by the new treatment. 


Application of the work 
to 
the 


United States will bring the total sav- 
ing to the country well over fl.OOO,- 
000,000. 
This has been accomplished 


at A cost to the state of only $25,000 
for two years' experiments. This cal- 
culation does not take into considera- 
tion the human lives that will be saved 
and the human diseases that will be 
averted through the absolute abolition 
of tuberculosis in cattle. 


To a Phila<1elphlan,Dr. Leonard Pear- 


son, dean of the veterinary department 
of the University of Pennsylvania" be- 
longs the honor of this tremendous dis- 
covery. 
Back of it Is the work of 


far greater importance. 
This Is the 


application of the successful cattle ex- 
periments to the immunization of hu- 
man beings and the arrest of tubercu- 


Washington, D. C.—The navy de- 


partment has sent Commander Reg- 
inald F. Nicholson, assistant chief of 
the equipment bureau, to Cleveland to 
take steps to help the captains of lake 
vessels to rectify their troubles with 
refractory compasses. For many years 
past these skippers have been both- 
ered by the erratic behavior of their 
compasses in different localities on 
the lakes. At first it was thought that 
the cargoes ot iron or other ores they 
were carrying in their vessels were re- 
sponsible for this deviation in 
the 


needles; but nowadays it is recognized 
that the real source of the trouble lies 
in the nature of the bottom of the 
lakes, and not in the cargoes. Great 
beds of iron underlie the lakes 
in 


various places, and these affect the 
compasses. 


It is to correct this evil that Com- 


mander Nicholson Is going to Cleve- 
land with Instruments that will enable 
him to set up, at certain conspicuous 
places, "marks" fixed at the true north, 
so that the captains of passing ships 
may note any errors in their com- 
passes-and make the necessary adjust- 
ments. At present it is his intention 
to set up these "marks" In St. Clair 
river and In the straits of Mackinaw, 
which will cover the greater part of 
tha lake traffic. 


Hew strongly the undertake Influ- 


ences affect the compasses of lake ves- 
sels was revealed to a traveler last 
summer while crossing Lake Ontario 
on a lumber steamer. From the time 
the fhip cleared the mouth of the St. 
Lawrence river on its westerly pas- 
sage until it was across the middle 
ground in the center of the lake, the 
captain or mate stood upon the fly- 
ing bridge conning the ship from the 
compass on that lofty height. 
Ex- 


perience had taught the skipper that 
natural conditions under the bed of 
the lake affected his compass in the 
wheelhouse so materially that the com- 
pass was practically useless in that 
particular portion of the voyage, and 
consequently tae vessel's course was 
kept by the compass upon the bridge, 
which was so far above the disturb- 
ing mineral elements as not to be af- 
fected by them. For the greater pa'rt 
of the run across the lake the com- 
pass in the wheelhouse was a point or 
two "off" from the true direction of 
the ore on the bridge. The "marks" 
to be set up by the government's hy- 
drographers will enable this particular 
captain, as well as others, to correct 


ROOFING A POTATO PATCH 
Montana Wan Evolves Method of 


Growing Tubers in Sixty 


Days. 


Great Falls, Mont.—A half-bushel of 


sawdust, a dash of chemical solution 
and 16 potatoes caretuiiy 
enveloped 


with the sawdust will enable the aver- 
age householder to grow a bushel of 
tubers on hia housetop or in his cel- 
lar wUhia tiO days. This process has 
been discovered and elaborated by W. 
D. Dar&t, of this place. Moreover, the 
grower will nave no contest with'gru-" 
worms. 


Tha product of Mr. Darst's process 


is termed "vlneless potato," from the 
fact that, grown under these apparent- 
ly unnatural conditions, there is no 
surface vegetation. 
Because of this 


each potato burled in the' sawdust is 
enabled to produce at least 12 normal- 
sized tubers. 


The other day at the Oakland plaza, 


in the rear of the Oakland hotel, Mr. 
Darst disclosed the methods of grow- 
ing potatoes by hia system. Operat- 
ing on the theory that the presence of 
surface vegetation was only a method 
of securing nourishment and in reality 
sappsl the vitality of the tuber, Mr. 
Darst experimented more than six 
years, and found he could overcome 
this seemingly natural course on the 
part of the plant by supplying it arti- 
ficially with its needa. 


By employing sawdust, straw 
or 


any other earth product that would 
permit of the circulation of air, moist- 
ure and heat and the application of 
solutions of various salts, he discov- 
ered a single potato would multiply it- 
self by attaching to Itself from 12 to 
16 other potatoes of approximately the 
same dimensions without throwing off 
any of its energy above ground. 


Packed in loosely arranged bins per- 


mitting the fiee access of air and ar- 
ranged in rows six Inches above each 
other, with an allowance of one cubic 
foot of sawdust to the seedling. Mr. 
Darst has demonstrated the rapidity 
of growtn and the proportions that 
the potatoes may attain by showing 
that within 60 days 15 potatoes 
will 


produce a bushel. 
In the character of 


his experiment and the success that 
has attended them Mr. Darst has the 
Indorsement of Luther Burbank, the 
eminent horticulturist and botanist.

casion is always commemorated 
by 


the conferring of various titles. These 
dignities seldom are bestowed on the 
folk most concerned in the 
work— 


those who really deserve them. 


The architect who designs the build- 


Ing, the contractor who builds it, and 
the sculptor who beautifies 
it 
are 


usually ignored and the honors are 
reaped by some pompous "Bumbles" 
whose good fortune it is to be in office 
when the opening occurs and to figure 
conspicuously in the ceremonies. 


The new "Old Bailey," which occu- 


pies the site of the grim historic senti- 
nel which so long stood as a warn- 
ing to evildoers, will not be ready for 
business until next year is well ad- 
vanced. 
Indeed, certain parts of the 


building will probably be far 
from 


complete until 1908. At present it is 
little more tban a huge empty shelf. 


It stands within the bailiwick of 


that quaint survival of medievalism, 
the corporation of the city of London, 
which rules supreme over one square 
mile of the heart of the metropolis. 
Most of its gorgeously uniformed fig- 
urehead officials, including the lord 
mayor himself, hold offlce for 
one 


year. If the royal opening should not 
take place until the building Is really 
ready for public use, they would lose 
all chance of getting a knighthood or 
some of the other royal favors that 
will be distributed on the occasion. 
So they have fooled the 
king and 


stolen a march on their successors by 
arranging to have the opening take 
place within a month or two. 


The squabble for empty titles among 


these fussy fossils would be welcomed 
as providing something to laugh at In 
this somber old city but for the fact 
that it involves fleecing the ratepayers 
to the tune of $50,000. 
To put the 


building in shape for this premature 
opening—to "temporize" it, as It is 
called—will cost all of that sum, and 
it will be a sheer waste of moaey. 


The exposure of such unjustifiable 


squandering of public funds in anv 
American city would start a prodigi- 
ous row, but the top lofty, incorrupti- 
ble officials here treat it with indiffer- 
ence. It cannot be called stealing, and 
so it does not matter, though as far as 
the 
ratepayers are 
concerned 
it

Railroad in Mexico Will Be Anchored 


with Rock of Great 


Value. 


Mexico.—The Eastern railway of 


Mexico will be ballasted with 
gold, 


ore between Texlco and Rio Puerto/ 
a distance of 270 miles. This ballast 
rock is obtained from the gravel bed 
adjacent to the new line of the road. 


Repeated assays have shown that 


the ballast runs upwards of two dol- 
lars in gold to the ton. About 4.509 
tons of rock are used to the mile, 
making the value of the gold $9,000 
to each mile of road, or $2,430,000 fer 
the 270 miles. The gold values-in the 
rock are not sufficient to make It a 
mining proposition, but passengers 
will ride over the most valuable pleee 
Df ballasting in the world.

American artists frequently complain, 


as do singers and musicians, that the 
surest way to distinction at home is 
recognition abroad. 
The protest im- 


plies that merit IB not BO readily ac- 
cepted here as merit as it ia in France 
and England. 


The distinction attained by Sargent 


in London has done more than all hla 
early successors in this country to as- 
sure his preeminence. The same may 
be said to be true of Abbey, although 
Fame came to him easy as an Illustra- 
tor. Something may be due to the cir- 
cumstance that for years both have 
done moat of their work abroad. Be- 
rond a doubt, however, art is viewed 
far more hospitably in Paris and Lon- 
don than in New York 
We have yet 


no art exhibitions that occupy so large 
a place in popular life as the regular 
shows of the two foreign capitals. 


It is noteworthy also that more con- 


lemporary American artists have room 
n the Luxembourg museum, where liv- 
ng painters must await admission to 
he Louvre, than in our own Metropol- 
tan. The Paris list counts about 25, 
among them Whistler, Sargent, Win- 
low Homer, La Fargp, Alexander Har- 
rison, Henry Hosier, Walter MacEwen, 
Jarl Melcbers, Miss Cassatt, Edwin L. 
Weeks and H. O. Tanner. 


Under the old management American 
rtlsts were treated with suspicion at 
he Metropolitan. It was sometimes 
Ifflcult to get their works through tae 


museum's doors even as gifts. 


Fortunate, all that is being rapidly 


changed. Sir Purdon Clarke advocates 
the necessity of building up a repre- 
sentative American collection. 
Mr. 


George A. Hearn has donated a large 
fun .3, of which the Income is reserved 
for the purchase of American works. 
It IB a curious commentary on Ameri- 
can taste that it was not until a for- 
eign director was put in charge of the 
Metropolitan that American artists 
were promised "something of the same 
public recognition they receive from 
the French government. 


A Statehood Hall of Fame 


Guthrie, O. T., June 20.—Dr. 


Hugh Scott, assistant territorial 
secretary, baa made a suggestion 
in regard to the erection of a cap 
itol building on Capitol bill in this 
city which has started all the pol- 
iticians talking. He proposes that 
there be a hall of statuary in the 
building, in which shall be placed 
busts of Delegate Maguire, ex 
Governor Barnes and Henry Asp, 
in recognition of their great work 
in securing statehood. A well 
known politician here today stat- 
ed that if this plan is carried out 
it may be necessary to make the 
nitche large enough to contain the 
busts of two or three hundred 
statehood boomers and a few cong- 
ressmen and senators who had a 
little to do with the passage of the 
statehood measure.

After the 26th 
the days grow shorter than time 
required in bringing about the 
longest day. Through the latter 
part of July and all of August ev- 
enings indicate that the fall 
months are rapidly approaching.
